Regular home economics classes 
have been scheduled for the 
spring semester at Salinas Jun- 
ior College, with Mrs. Hope Bax- 
ter the instructor. These courses 
are open to any woman student 
of the college including special 
students during the next four 
weeks of this semester. Some 


phases of the courses have to do 
with learning to make clothes, 
furnishing homes, and learning 
the values of foods. 

One of the most popular of 
the homemaking courses is the 
nutrition class which features in- 
struction on the types of foods, 
minerals, and vitamins. ‘This 
course,” stated Mrs. Baxter, “is 
exceptionally interesting and very 
necessary for women who are 
planning to follow a nursing, 


home economic, or even a home- 
making career.” 

Family relations has proved to 
be one of the best known classes 
in the college. The course deals 
in the study of the family and 
the relationship between parents 
and children. Also discussed in 
the class are the courtship before 
marriage, the marriage, and the 
causes for divorce. 

Students entered in the Cloth- 
ing 1B course are planning 
“budget clothing.” This includes 
the buying of material and the 
making of the garment without 
over-drawing the set budget. Mak- 
ing over articles of clothing into 
modern dresses and suits is an- 
other project of the class. 

In the Home Furnishing course 
small-scale models of homes and 
their furnishings are planned in 
detail.
